Highlights  of  the  speech  delivered  by  UJA  Chair 
Linda  Nadolny-Cogan  at  the  campaign  dosing  event, 

March  3 

As  chair  of  the  UJA  you  plan,  you  organize,  you  motivate  and 
you  delegate.  But  most  important,  because  the  quality  of  so  many 
lives  depend  on  it,  you  pray  and  dream  that  the  year  will  be  a suc- 
cessful one.  The  bottom  line  - you  raise  more  money  than  last  year. 

Our  history  has  taught  us  that  each  moment  in  life  is  a fleeting 
instant,  precious  and  unique.  Generations  of  Jews  have  long  under- 
stood that  we  must  seize  these  moments,  and  that  only  unified 
action  can  solve  our  community’s  most  pressing  concerns  to  shape 
Jewish  history  and  address  human  suffering.  The  thread  that  con- 
nects us  to  each  other  is  rooted  in  Tzedakah. 

We  are  many  people,  travelling  many  roads  in  life,  but  it  is 
through  Tzedakah  that  we  share  one  heart. 

Tonight  we  are  here  to  say  thank-you  for  providing  leadership, 
human  and  financial  resources,  and  for  honoring  the  covenant  that 
“All  Jews  are  responsible  one  for  the  other”. 

This  year,  has  seen  so  many  new  people  involved  in  all  aspects 
of  the  campaign.  We  truly  welcome  you  to  the  decision-making 
UJA  table,  for  together,  from  both  seasoned  and  new  volunteers, 
will  come  the  promise  of  the  next  generation  of  leaders  to  carry  on 


the  work  of  caring  for  one  another. 

A key  component  of  the  UJA  team  is  Women’s  Campaign.  1 
don’t  think  many  people  realize  that  this  campaign  accounts  for 
43%  of  the  cards  canvassed  and  brings  in  just  under  20%  of  the  dol- 
lars. 

Our  ancient  rabbis  understood  that  the  highest  form  of  leader- 
ship is  the  leadership  of  example.  In  their  typically  wise  fashion, 
Women’s  Division  Co-Chairs  Ingrid  Levitz  and  Deborah  Saginur 
distilled  that  understanding  in  the  phrase  "Say  little,  but  do  much”. 
Both  are  outstanding  examples  of  that  motto. 

We  had  several  goals  for  the  campaign.  Our  first  priority  was  to 
shorten  the  time  line  and  formally  close  the  campaign  by  the  first 
week  of  December.  Why?  Our  campaigns  were  taking  12  months, 
making  one  campaign  run  into  another.  Planning  suffered  and  vol- 
unteers burned  out. 

Also,  we  must  give  others  time  to  fund-raise,  give  staff  time  to 
do  other  vital  work,  pass  on  the  mantle  of  leadership  earlier  and, 
most  important,  be  in  a position  to  let  our  beneficiary  agencies 
know  their  allocations  earlier  so  they  can  plan  ahead. 

Our  other  goals  included: 

• A UJA  Leadership  Retreat,  and  a day  for  canvasser  training. 

• A Public  Relations  and  Communications  Committee  to  iden- 
tify our  priorities  in  communicating  our  UJA  message.  The  com- 
mittee created  our  terrific  “Did  You  Know”  concept  and  consoli- 
dated our  UJA  message  in  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Bulletin. 

• A heightened  awareness  of  the  campaign  with  a community- 
wide kick-off  event. 

• Changing  the  format  of  Super  Sunday  to  take  better  advantage 
of  that  one  day  when  the  UJA  covers  more  cards  in  a 12-hour  peri- 
od than  any  other  day  in  the  campaign.  We  had  the  most  successful 
Super  Sunday  in  history,  raising  $158,610,  covering  a record-break- 
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Another  dimension  to  Pesah 


We  have  become  accustomed  to  seeing  Pesah  as  that  time  of 
the  year  when  we  turn  our  homes  upside  down,  clean  every- 
thing in  sight  and  switch  over  from  leaven  to  leaven-free  foods 
for  eight  plus  days. 

But  there  is  another  dimension  to  Pesah.  In  mystical  tradi- 
tion, which  is  a lovely  overlapping  layer  giving  added  meaning 
to  our  obligations,  Pesah  is  seen  as  the  time  for  spiritual  cleans- 
ing. 

Hamelz,  leaven,  is  associated  with  that  most  serious  of  char- 
acter flaws,  arrogance.  How  do  we  jump  from  leaven  to  arro- 
gance? 

Here  is  the  route.  Leavening  is  when  a simple  dough  mix- 
ture rises  beyond  its  basic  substance.  A mix  of  dough,  when  it 
rises,  is  significantly  larger  than  the  original.  But  there  is  no 
essential  change  in  the  mix.  The  ingredients  and  the  proportions 
are  the  same,  but  have  expanded  during  the  leavening  process. 

If  you  flatten  the  blown-up  mass,  it  will  return  to  its  origi- 
nal size.  So,  all  that  has  changed  is  appearance.  The  difference 
between  the  original  and  the  final  product  is  merely  one  of 
optics. 

On  the  personality  level,  we  all  have  the  same  fundamental 
make-up.  Those  who  may  appear  larger  than  others  may  legiti- 
mately loom  large  because  of  achievement,  and  the  accolades 
accorded  to  them  by  others. 

But  there  are  situations  when  the  larger  appearance  is  the 
result  of  an  inflated  ego  balloon.  When  that  inflated  ego  balloon 
is  accompanied  with  an  attitude  that  “I  am  better  than  the  rest" 
which  is  not  merely  a put-on,  but  is  actually  meant,  then  we 
have  internal  human  leaven  in  ferment. 

The  attitude  of  “1  am  better  than  the  rest"  is  a manifestation 
of  arrogance.  In  Jewish  ethical  teaching,  arrogance,  hubris, 
boastfulness,  are  not  only  bad  in  themselves,  they  are  consid- 
ered the  well-spring  of  so  much  potential  evil. 

So,  the  mystics  tel!  us,  when  Pesah  comes  around,  it  is  time 
to  clean  house;  not  merely  the  edifice  we  live  in,  but  also  the 
place  wherein  our  soul  resides. 

This  component  of  Pesah  is  not  unrelated  to  the  fundamen- 
tal notion  of  freedom  that  is  linked  to  the  holiday.  After  all,  one 
of  the  main  impediments  to  our  true  spiritual  freedom  is  the  ego 
block  that  stands  in  the  way  of  embracing  genuine  responsibil- 
ity.

It  is  also  the  block  that  sometimes  creates  barriers  between 
individuals,  and  between  groups. 

We  have  been  witness  in  recent  times  to  some  scary  scenes 
of  strife  in  Israel,  strife  that  has  led  to  large  demonstrations  and 
remonstrations. 

All  sides  genuinely  feel  that  theirs  is  the  right  side  in  the 
arguments,  but  we  would  hardly  expect  anything  less.  We  know 
what  happens  when  positions  harden,  and  when  ill  will  colors  the 
issues.  Then,  any  coming  together  becomes  a near  impossibility. 

What  we  need  in  Israelis  not  necessarily  that  positions  sud- 
denly change,  but  that  coming  together  to  talk  about  these  posi- 
tions in  a spirit  of  mutual  respect  and  commitment  to  Israel’s 
destiny  is  achieved. 

Indeed,  there  are  many  exciting  developments  along  these 
lines,  interactions  between  the  separated  communities  on  a 
meaningful  basts  to  better  appreciate  each  other. 

This  is  fine  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  it  needs  to  go  further  and 
deeper,  into  the  very  fibre  of  the  community.  Too  much  hametz 
has  entered  into  the  arena  wherein  genuine  and  sincere  interac- 
tion needs  to  prevail. 

We  enter  this  Pesah  mindful  of  the  need  to  bum  the  various 
types  of  hametz  that  have  invaded  and  caused  great  harm  to 
Israel. 

On  Pesah  we  relive  history,  a painful  history  of  imposed 
enslavement  and  the  jeopardy  into  which  we  were  placed.  We 
dare  not  let  ourselves  become  slaves  to  the  passions  and  the 
arrogances  that  have  ruptured  Israel  in  the  past  and  threaten  to 
do  so  again. 

So,  high  on  the  spiritual  diet  for  Pesah  is  that  humble  pie  we 
call  matzah.  Matzah  is  the  ego-free  food  that  is  pure,  unencum- 
bered essence.  And  it  works  if  everyone  not  only  eats  it,  but 
understands  why  it  is  so  important  to  eat. 


ing  1 ,405  cards. 

• Lastly,  we  were  committed  to  function  as  a team. 

Now  we  look  forward  to  two  of  the  most  fun  and  financially 
rewarding  events  of  the  campaign:  Waikathon  (Sunday  May  30) 
and  the  Golf  Tournament  (Monday,  July  5).  These  two  events  raise 
over  $ 100,000  between  them. 

So  how  have  we  done?  Thanks  to  you,  as  of  today,  we  have 
completed  3,958  cards  and  have  raised  $2,359,416,  an  average  card 
for  card  increase  of  6.22%.  What  this  means  is  that  on  those  cards 
we  have  raised  $138,250  more  than  last  year.  However,  there  are 
still  219  cards  to  finish,  representing  $363,290. 

If  we  are  able  to  close  all  the  remaining  cards  and  we  figure  in 
the  Foundation  gifts,  Waikathon,  and  Golf  Tournament  at  last  year's 
figures,  we  are  projecting  to  raise  $2,885,463,  a number  we  can 
take  tremendous  pride  in. 

My  dad  used  to  say,  “In  life,  you  either  stand  up  or  sit  down.” 
When  I turned  to  Stan  Katz  to  take  a leadership  role  as  vice-chair 
of  the  campaign,  he  didn’t  hesitate  to  stand  up. He  told  me  his  sense 
of  debt  to  our  community,  which  helped  shape  him  and  has  been  so 
good  to  him,  made  it  very  easy  for  him  to  say  yes. 

I wish  to  thank  Ron  Chemey  for  being  a full  partner  with  me 
each  step  of  the  way.  Tonight  I pass  on  the  mantle  of  UJA  leader- 
ship to  Ron,  knowing  that  he  is  well  qualified  and  will  put  his  heart 
and  soul  into  the  campaign. 

We  in  Ottawa  can  feel  very  proud  of  our  UJA  professionals. 
They  make  us  look  good! 

These  last  few  years  has  not  been  easy  in  finding  leadership  to 
take  the  helm  of  UJA.  I encourage  you  to  come  forward,  and 
promise  you  it  will  be  one  of  the  richest  and  most  rewarding  expe- 
riences of  your  life,  for  the  impact  of  the  campaign,  in  shaping  the 
fabric  of  so  many  lives,  goes  far  beyond  the  dollars  raised.  Indeed 
our  work  is  priceless,  our  success  measured  by  lives  improved, 
families  kept  together,  children  educated  and  Jewish  traditions  pre- 
served for  future  generations.

Do  you  remember  the  scene  from  Fid- 
dler on  the  Roof  where  Tevye,  speaking  out 
loud  to  God,  has  the  conversation  about  his 
daughters  and  the  family’s  future?  As  he 
ponders  the  future  filled  with  difficult 
choices  for  his  family,  community  and  tra- 
dition, his  monologues  are  full  of  “on  one 
hand  ...  but  on  the  other  hand”. 

When  it  comes  to  Hillel  Lodge  and  its 
future,  there  is  no  other  hand. 

There  is  no  other  place  where  our 
seniors  can  live  that  offers  the  physical, 
spiritual  and  residential  support  com- 
bined with  all  the  Jewish  traditions,  cus- 
toms, observances  and  food  that  sustain 
and  maintain  them.  Our  seniors  are  spe- 
cial people  - and  Hillel  Lodge  is  a unique 
and  special  place. 

Hillel  Lodge  has  always  been  singled 
out  as  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Home  for  the 
Aged.  It  is  much  more  than  a building.  It 
is  the  atmosphere  and  people  that  make 
the  place  haimeshe.  It  is  the  sound  of 
everyone  talking  at  once  over  dinner.  The 
taste  of  chicken  soup.  The  sight  of  the 


Shabbos  candles  on  Friday 
night.  The  smell  of 
fresh  challah.  All  of 
these  things  bring 
comfort  and  con- 
tribute to  a sense 
of  kinship  that 
defies  descrip- 
tion. Our  resi- 
dents live  togeth- 
er as  friends,  neigh- 
bors and  family  to  one 
another. 

Hillel  Lodge  opened  its  doors  in 
1965  on  Wurtemburg  Street  where  it 
stood  alone  - a spare  and  solitary  struc- 
ture designed  for  the  ambulatory  aged  - 
supported  mainly  by  the  concerned  and 
affected.  Despite  its  simple  beginnings,  it 
has  steadfastly  maintained  its  role  to 
reach  out  and  care  for  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
elderly  and  to  offer  support  to  those  who 
love  them. 

Overtaken  by  the  current  realities  of 
an  aging  building,  a changing  elderly  pop- 
ulation requiring  long-term  care  and  the 
need  to  have  our  residents  and  services 


better  integrated  as  part  of 
the  community,  the 
time  has  come  for  the 
Lodge  to  take  its 
rightful  place  on 
the  community 
campus. 

We  are  in  the 
midst  of  an  ambi- 
tious campaign  to 
raise  the  final 
money  needed  to  begin 
construction  in  the  early 
summer  of  1999.  Dozens  of  volun- 
teers are  visiting  their  friends  and  neigh- 
bors to  raise  the  necessary  funds  to  make 
the  dream  of  a new  Hillel  Lodge  a reality. 

The  character  Tevye  believed  strongly 
in  the  need  to  maintain  Jewish  tradition 
and  continuity.  Like  Tfevye,  we  too  must 
preserve  the  traditions  and  customs  of  our 
elders.  This  includes  the  duty  to  honor 
and  care  for  our  elderly. 


We  have  a responsibility  to  remember 
how  much  they  have  enriched  our  lives. 
We  have  a duty  to  build  a new  home 
where  our  parents  and  grandparents  can 
live  in  dignity  and  peace,  knowing  they 
truly  belong. 

We  have  another  tradition  in  our  com- 
munity. It’s  a tradition  of  giving.  I encour- 
age everyone  who  has  yet  to  contribute  to 
the  community  campus  to  reach  out  and 
give  to  the  Hillel  Lodge  Capital  Cam- 
paign. 

This  is  not  the  time  to  hold  back,  but 
the  time  to  reach  out  your  hand  in  support 
of  Hillel  Lodge.  At  the  end  of  the  day.  as 
our  residents  wait  hopefully  for  a new 
facility,  there  is  no  other  hand.

Vaad  executive  looks  to  restructure  OVH 


The  maintenance  of  kashrut  standards  is  of  prime 
importance  to  the  executive  of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir.  It  has 
recently  struck  a committee  under  the  chair  of  Dr.  Bernie 
Dolansky  to  look  at  restructuring  options  for  the  Ottawa 
Vaad  HaKashrut  (OVH).  The  OVH  has  served  the  com- 
munity well  for  many  years  ensuring  that  there  was  a 
ready  supply  of  kosher  food  and  services.  However,  in 
recent  years,  the  number  of  kosher  establishments  has 
grown  significantly  and  it  has  become  increasingly  diffi- 
cult for  a group  of  volunteers  to  effectively  manage  what 
has  become  a large  and  time-consuming  responsibility. 

The  Vaad  Ha’Ir  is  committed  to  ensuring  that  the  high 
standards  of  kashrut  that  the  OVH  has  strived  to  secure 
are  maintained  in  the  future  without  compromise.  As  well, 
the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  is  committed  to  preserving  the  unique  work- 
ing relationship  among  the  participating  congregations. 

The  restructuring  committee  has  been  asked  to  exam- 
ine options  to  simplify  the  adminstration  of  the  OVH  and 
to  determine  if  there  are  ways  in  which  the  cost  of  kashrut 
can  be  reduced. 

It  has  also  been  asked  to  look  at  the  way  the  OVH  is 
funded,  how  its  membership  is  determined  and  to  recom- 
mend ways  to  clarify  the  division  of  responsibilities 
between  the  volunteer  committee  and  the  community  rab- 
bis. The  rabbinim  have  been  consulted  and  involved  in 
this  process  and  have  indicated  their  approval  of  the 
restructuring.  The  committee  is  consulting  with  the  stake- 
holders and  will  be  submitting  a report  to  the  executive  of 
the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  by  May. 

Sid  Goldstein  has  recently  resigned  as  chair  of  the 
OVH.  During  his  almost  three-year  tenure,  he  oversaw  the 
significant  expansion  of  kosher  services,  including  the 
licensing  of  two  additional  hotels  and  Loblaws.  His  contri- 
bution is  very  much  appreciated.

One  successful  professional  actor  in  a 
family  is  rare  enough.  Two  is  almost 
unheard  of. 

But  the  family  of  Ottawa’s  Robert  and 
Lynn  Gould  are  defying  the  odds  even  fur- 
ther, with  two  offspring  working  as  pro- 
fessional actors  and  a third  in  theatre 
school  in  the  US. 

Elder  daughter  Jennifer,  who  has 
spent  several  seasons  at  the  Stratford 
Festival,  is  appearing  in  Neil  Simon’s 
Proposals  at  Toronto’s  Alexandra  The- 
atre. Son  Jonathan,  who  graduated  from 
Canterbury  High  School  last  year,  is 
studying  drama  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina. 

And  middle  child  Adrienne,  23,  has 
already  appeared  in  seven  professional 
theatre  productions  since  graduating  from 
the  demanding  North  Carolina  program 
last  May. 

She’s  just  finished  an  off-Broadway 
production  of  The  Butter  and  Egg  Man  by 
George  S.  Kaufman,  and  is  getting  ready 
for  a second  summer  at  the  prestigious 
Williamstown  Theatre  Festival  in 
Williamstown,  Mass. 

“It  was  a wonderful  experience  to  work 
with  such  great  actors,"  Adrienne  says  of 
Williamstown,  where  she  was  part  of  a 
company  that  included  veteran  British 
actor  Roger  Rees,  Americans  Dana  Ivey 
and  Scott  Wolf  and  former  Kids  in  the 
Hall  co-star  Mark  McKinney. 

“I’ve  been  really  lucky  - I’ve  been  work- 


ing since  I graduated.” 

Luck  may  have  something  to  do  with 
it,  but  so  have  more  than  15  years  of  hard 
work  and  a remarkably  supportive  fami- 
ly- 

Adrienne  started  ballet  lessons  at  age 
six,  and  she  and  her  siblings  often  per- 
formed as  assistants  to  their  father, 
Robert,  an  amateur  magician. 

She  did  her  first  show  at  the  Orpheus 
Operatic  Society,  Fiddler  on  the  Roof, 
when  she  was  seven.  At  10,  she  was  one  of 
the  orphans  in  Annie,  an  Orpheus  produc- 
tion that  also  featured  then-unknown  Ala- 
nis  Morissette. 

Adrienne  started  in  the  dance  program 
at  Canterbury,  a high  school  for  the  arts, 
but  switched  to  the  drama  program  after 
landing  a leading  role  in  A Midsummer 
Night’s  Dream  her  first  year.  Her  body  of 
work  at  Canterbury  included  the  emotion- 
ally-charged  role  of  the  student  who 
accuses  a professor  of  sexual  harassment 
in  David  Mamet’s  two-character  play, 
Oleanna. 

“ As  an  actor,  she  taught  me  an  awful 
lot,”  says  Canterbury  drama  teacher  Paul 
Griffin,  who  directed  Oleanna. 

“She’s  the  kind  of  performer  who  has  to 
know  exactly  why  she  is  doing  what  she  is 
doing.  That  makes  her  work  intelligent 
and  honest. 

“I’ve  also  observed  that  the  students 
who  can  get  ‘up’  for  performances  but  find 
rehearsals  drudgery,  usually  don’t  last  in 
the  business. 


“It’s  the  ones,  like  Adrienne,  who  look 
at  the  rehearsal  period  as  a time  of  dis- 
covery, and  who  really  want  to  get  into 
something  - they’re  the  ones  who  will 
last.” 

Both  Griffin  and  Adrienne  praise  the 
attitude  of  her  parents  towards  their  chil- 
dren’s careers. 

“Here  I am  in  New  York  - 1 know  they’d 
probably  prefer  me  to  be  home  or  in  Tbron- 
to,  but  they  understood  that  this  is  some- 
thing that  I needed  to  do,”  says  Adrienne. 


When  Adrienne’s  visa  expires  in  May, 
she  may  renew  it  or  return  to  Canada  - 
Mark  McKinney,  who’s  become  part  of  her 
“extended  family”  in  New  York,  has  set  up 
appointments  with  agents  in  Toronto  this 
month.  She  also  plans  to  audition  for  the 
Stratford  Festival. 

“I  hope  to  do  it  all,  but  I’m  most  at 
home  on  the  stage,"  she  says. 

“I  enjoy  acting  so  much,  and  I hope  that 
comes  across  for  an  audience  ...  I hope 
that  they  can  experience  some  of  my  joy.”

After  the  State  of  Israel  was  established 
in  1948,  Jews  who  remained  in  Arab  coun- 
tries were  at  the  mercy  of  repressive 
regimes.  This  was  particularly  so  in  Syria 
where  imprisonment  and  torture  were  pun- 
ishments meted  out  to  those  whose  only 
crime  was  their  Jewish  identity.  Respond- 
ing to  their  plight,  Tbrontonian  Judy  Feld 
Carr  worked  secretly  for  23  years  to  help 
more  than  2,500  escape.  She  will  speak 
about  her  experience  at  the  Dr.  Imre  Rosen- 
berg Memorial  Lecture  sponsored  by  Tem- 
ple Israel  on  Sunday,  April  18  at  7:30  pm. 
Her  topic  will  be:  “The  Secret  Rescue  of  the 
Syrian  Jews:  The  Untold  Story." 

The  memorial  lectures  were  established 
in  1987  by  Dr.  Truda  Rosenberg  as  an  annu- 
al community  event  in  memory  of  her  late 
husband  Dr.  Imre  Yitzhak  Rosenberg,  a 
well-known  figure  in  the  Jewish  communi- 
ty, and  in  the  Ottawa  community  at  large, 
until  his  death  in  1986. 

Feld  Carr  has  lectured  at  a number  of 
universities,  including  Yeshiva  University 
in  New  York,  on  the  situation  of  Jews  in 
Arab  lands.  She  has  published  magazine 
and  newspaper  articles  on  the  topic  and  has 
held  several  Jewish  organizational  posi-

tions  concerned  with  Jews  in  Arab  coun- 
tries. She  has  received  many  honors,  includ- 
ing the  Saul  Hayes  Human  Rights  Award 
from  the  Canadian  Jewish  Congress  in 
1995.  In  the  same  year  the  late  Prime  Min- 
ister Yitzhak  Rabin  wrote  to  her:  “Very  few 
people,  if  any,  have  contributed  as  greatly 
as  you  have  ...

Let’s  not  lose  the  old  JCC  building 

Dear  Editor, 

The  article  by  Rabbi  Ely  Braun  and  the  let- 
ter from  Bryna  P.  Cohen  decrying  the  loss  of 
the  Memorial  Chapel  on  King  Edward  Avenue, 
along  with  a letter  from  Mac  Lipson  indicating 
the  need  for  a downtown  Jewish  cultural  cen- 
tre, all  in  the  March  8,  1999  issue  of  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  Bulletin,  have  motivated  me  to 
sit  down  for  a few  minutes  to  write  you  this  let- 
ter. 

I wish  to  propose  that  before  we  also  lose 
the  old  JCC  building  on  Chapel  Street,  which 
at  present  is  sitting  unused,  consideration  be 
given  to  transforming  at  least  a portion  of  this 
building  into  a national  Jewish  museum.  Such 
a museum  could  highlight  Canadian  Jewish 
history,  works  by  Canadian  Jewish  artists  and 
other  Jewish  cultural  activities. 


Conceivably,  such  a project  could  receive 
some  support  from  Jewish  organizations 
across  Canada. 

Hopefully,  space  would  also  then  be  avail- 
able at  the  same  site  for  a downtown  Jewish 
"drop-in”  centre  and  maybe  even  for  some 
hostel  facilities  for  Jewish  youth  groups  and 
others  who  are  visiting  Ottawa. 

Finally,  perhaps  such  a project  would  help 
ensure  the  continued  presence  of  a downtown 
synagogue. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  many  other  North 
American  cities  where  downtown  Jewish  facil- 
ities were  abandoned  because  of  suburban 
movements,  the  error  of  doing  so  has  now  been 
realized.  Efforts  at  re-establishing  such  facili- 
ties have  now  been  carried  out  or  begun  in 
many  such  cities.

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Colon  cancer  study  testing  commences

The  Ashkenazi  Jew  Colon  Cancer 
Study  is  moving  on  to  the  next  phase. 

Many  responses  have  been  received 
and  tabulated  and  participants  brought 
in  for  counselling  and  testing.  The  final 
results  of  the  study  are  still  well  into  the 
future,  but  the  study  is  off  to  an  excellent 
start. 

I am  a participant  in  the  study  and  so, 
after  receiving  a call  from  Sheila  Viertel- 
hausen,  Dr.  Hartley  Stern’s  research 
nurse,  I arranged  to  attend  the  session 
that  was  convenient  for  me. 

I was  delighted  on  my  arrival  to  see 
my  bother,  Peter  Fine,  there.  Sheila  gave 
those  of  us  present  a brief  introduction  to 
the  study  and  then  turned  the  group 
over  to  Kim  Serfas,  the  genetic  counsel- 
lor who  explained  in  more  detail  the 
goals  and  implications  for  the  study. 

She  discussed  the  history  of  this  kind 


of  group  specific  study  and  described  the 
kinds  of  results  that  were  possible  from 
the  testing,  though  certainly  nothing 
was  a foregone  conclusion.  Then  it  was 
down  to  work. 

We  were  given  a very  detailed  ques- 
tionnaire to  answer  about  our  families. 
My  brother  and  I had  some  fun  trying  to 
remember  the  details  and  ages  of  our 
seven  sets  of  aunts  and  uncles  and  25 
first  cousins.  Our  grandparents  came 
from  Lithuania  and  Poland  and  so  the 
details  of  their  birthdays  and  exact  ages 
were  somewhat  sketchy.  But  we  did  get 
all  the  cousins  and  we  think  we  got  most 
of  their  ages  approximately  right. 

The  technician,  Alice  McParlan,  from 
the  research  lab,  came  to  the  conference 
room  to  take  a test  tube  of  blood  from 
each  of  us. 

She  was  a real  pro  at  what  she  did, 
and  the  procedure  was  completely  pain- 


less. And  then  it  was  time  to  go  home. 
Sheila  validated  our  parking  stubs  and 
cheerfully  agreed  to  answer  any  further 
questions  and  to  keep  the  group  abreast 
of  any  developments  in  the  study. 

“Broad  participation  is  important  in 
order  to  enhance  the  value  of  the 
results,”  said  Sheila. 

She  also  told  us  that  there  has  been  a 
lot  of  interest  expressed  in  the  study 
because  of  the  publicity  it  has  received  in 
the  national  media,  and  that  there  is  an 
expectation  that  other  cities  in  Canada 
and  around  the  world  will  soon  follow 
with  their  own  studies.

In  keeping  with  its  continued  efforts  to  keep  abreast  of 
these  rapidly  changing  times  in  which  we  are  living,  the 
Ottawa  JNF  executive  and  board  currently  are  hard  at  work 
writing  and  ratifying  the  Ottawa  organization's  first  formal 
constitution.

In  addition  to  introducing  the  constitution,  the  meeting, 
which  is  open  to  all  JNF  supporters,  will  serve  as  the  venue 
for  the  presentation  of  the  brand  new  slate  of  officers  that  will 
lead  Ottawa  JNF  into  the  new  century.  Plans  are  also  under 
way  to  feature  a stimulating  guest  speaker  who  will  address 
the  Ottawa  audience.

JNF  Moves  River  Revivalism  Into  High  Gear 

Polluted  by  sewage  and  industrial  waste,  clogged  by  debris 
and  vegetation,  Israel’s  rivers  have  been  neglected  for 
decades.  Spring  water,  which  might  have  helped  to  flush  the 
channels,  was  long  ago  diverted  for  fresh  water  uses,  further 
hampering  their  functioning  both  as  drainage  systems  and 
recreation  venues. 

Regulating  the  water  flow  of  Israel’s  rivers  has  occupied 
an  increasing  place  in  JNF’s  work  in  recent  years,  particular- 
ly since  the  exceptionally  rainy  winter  of  1991-92  when  sev- 
eral city  neighborhoods  suffered  heavy  flood  damage. 

As  a result  of  this  work  and  on  the  basis  of  a proposal  JNF 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  the  Environment,  the  government 
established  the  River  Rehabilitation  Authority  in  the  fall  of 
1993,  comprising  JNF,  the  Nature  Reserves  Authority,  the 
Water  Commission,  the  Agriculture,  Environment,  Interior 
and  Housing  ministries,  the  National  Sewage  Project  Author- 
ity, the  Government  Tourist  Corporation,  the  National  Parks 
Authority,  the  Research  Institute  for  Nature  Conservation  at 
Tel  Aviv  University  and  the  Society  for  the  Protection  ot 
Nature  in  Israel.  JNF  has  since  assumed  overall  responsibility 
for  the  River  Authority,  which  is  headed  by  David  Nahmais, 
Director  of  JNF’s  Land  Development  Authority. 

The  River  Authority  has  completed  a survey  of  all  the  rivers 
- which  are  state-owned  and  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  dif- 
ferent regional  drainage  authorities  - set  priorities  and  drawn 
up  master  plans.  In  some  regions,  individual  river  administra- 
tions have  been  formed  and  are  already  functioning.

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Friends  of  JFS  is  launched:  Get  on  board

Soon  after  Mark  Zarecki  moved  to  Ottawa  to  assume 
the  leadership  of  Jewish  Family  Services,  the  community 
began  to  hear  about  how  great  the  needs  were  for  social 
services  in  the  Ottawa  Jewish  community.  What,  we  won- 
dered, could  account  for  this  change  in  perception?  Was 
Mark  inventing  “tsures”  (troubles)?  Did  he  bring  with 
him  an  influx  of  needy  Jews?  Not  so.

Indeed,  the  Ottawa  Jewish  population  is  increasing 
and  changing  in  ways  similar  to  the  greater  Ottawa  com- 
munity. Although  there  were  always  needy  Jews  among 
us,  more  are  coming  forward  for  help.  More  immigrants 
are  arriving  in  Canada,  with  greater  numbers  settling  in 
Ottawa  rather  than  the  bigger  cities.  The  economic  and 
employment  situation  continues  to  be  bleak  as  govern- 
ment and  private  sector  employers  continue  to  downsize 
their  workforces  and  rationalize  services.  Educational 
and  social  services  are  being  reorganized  and  underfund- 
ed, causing  additional  concerns.  Our  population  is  aging 
as  baby  boomers  are  getting  older,  all  of  us  are  living 
longer  and  fewer  of  us  are  having  children. 

Enter  Mark  Zarecki  into  this  new  Ottawa  reality. 
Mark  is  a firm  believer  that  the  Jewish  community  is  not 
just  a collection  of  individuals  sharing  a religion  and  eth- 
nicity, but  is  a dynamic  social  fabric,  one  interwoven  with 
the  other.  He  believes  that  if  we  are  to  be  “one”,  we  must 
be  aware  of  others’  needs  and  concerns  and  be  able  to 
share  our  successes  and  failures.  Therefore  we  must 
know.  And  when  we  know,  we  respond  in  a caring  way. 

Jewish  Family  Services  is  at  the  centre  of  our  com- 
munity connectivity.  This  is  how  we  help  and  are  helped. 
So  much  is  being  done  already.  So  much  more  is  to  be 
done. 

Launching  the  Friends  of  Jewish  Family  Services, 
“the  ship  of  good  hope”,  is  yet  another  of  Mark  Zarecki’s 
initiatives  to  help  make  the  Ottawa  Jewish  community 
a connected  and  caring  society.  Begun  a few  months  ago 
through  the  JFS  newsletter,  mailed  to  a few  hundred 
donors  and  volunteers  of  JFS,  the  response  was  heart- 
ening. 

In  the  belief  that  others  in  the  community  would  want 
the  opportunity  to  “get  onboard”,  a small  committee  of 
founding  JFS  Friends  was  convened  under  the  chair  of 
Robin  Mader.  The  purpose  of  “The  Friends  of  Jewish 


Family  Services”  is  to  allow  individuals  to  express  con- 
cern for  one  another  by  making  a public  connection  to  the 
community. 

In  what  way  is  this  new  initiative  different  from  other 
fund-raising  initiatives  of  JFS?  There  already  exists 
some  regular  funding  from  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  and 
from  government  and  charitable  agencies  such  as  the 
United  Way.  These  allocations  provide  funds  for  JFS’s 
basic  operations.  Recent  initiatives  have  included  the 
Kosher  Food  Bank  in  cooperation  with  Agudath  Israel 
Congregation  and  the  Tikvah  Fund. 

The  establishment  of  the  Friends  of  JFS  allows  for  an 
ongoing  collaborative  initiative  in  order  to  seed  creative 
and  innovative  projects.  Friends  will  be  invited  to  identi- 
fy needs  not  yet  met  by  the  regular  programs  and  ser- 
vices of  JFS  and  to  fill  the  gaps  identified. 

In  this  way  there  can  be  a multiplier  effect:  the  input 
from  the  Friends  will  generate  new  Friends,  which  will 
generate  new  ideas.  Current  Friends  have  already  sug- 
gested several  new  demonstration  projects,  for  example: 
a single  parents  group,  educational  workshops  for  recent 
immigrants,  an  Alzheimer  support  group,  and  a Jewish 
bereavement  support  group. 

How  can  you  become  involved?  Starting  at  the  mini- 
mum $36  to  become  a Friend,  the  other  categories  are 
$180  to  become  a Governor  and  $1,000  to  become  a Life 
Governor. 

There  will  be  a mailing  to  solicit  new  Friends  of  JFS. 
Just  as  a person  cannot  have  too  many  friends,  neither 
can  JFS.  But  you  do  not  have  to  wait  until  you  receive  a 
mailing.

My  parents  always  told  me  it  didn’t  matter  who  1 
brought  home,  as  long  as  she  was  Jewish.  I thought  they’d 
be  particularly  happy  this  time.  Jewish,  educated,  wealthy 
family,  father  a doctor.  It  seemed  perfect. 

The  evening  started  off  well.  She  arrived  right  on  time, 
just  before  we  were  to  light  the  Shabbos  candles.  I remem- 
ber the  introductions  perfectly: 

“Mom,  Dad,  this  is  Monica.” 

“Nice  to  meet  you.  We’ve  heard  so  much  about  you.” 
“Mofet  people  have.” 

“Such  a lovely  dress.” 

“Thanks,  il’s  from  The  Gap.” 

“Yes,  navy  is  definitely  your  color." 

We  said  the  kiddush  and  sat  down  to  eat.  Monica 
explained  that  she  was  on  a diet,  but  even  she  couldnt 
stop  after  just  one  of  mom’s  kreplach. 

The  conversation  progressed  as  the  Manishevitz  made 
another  round  of  the  table. 

She  talked  about  growing  up  in  Beverly  Hills,  her  col- 
lege years  in  the  northwest,  her  volunteer  work  at  a 
prominent  political  office.  She  almost  had  a job  at  a large 


cosmetics  corporation  once,  but  it  didn’t  quite  work  out. 
Besides,  she  would  have  been  too  busy  with  her  intense 
interest  in  the  judicial  system.  She  wasnt  exactly  sure 
what  she  was  going  to  do  now,  but  she  was  considering 
either  journalism  or  psychology,  two  professions  she  had 
been  learning  a good  deal  about  lately. 

We  discussed  the  week’s  parshah  as  we  cleaned  up  the 
table.  It  involved  the  Tan  Commandments.  We  were  all  in 
agreement  that  they  were  as  applicable  today  as  when 
first  handed  down.  Monica  felt  that  some  commandments 
were  less  important  than  others,  although  she  wouldn’t 
elaborate  on  which  ones.

Monica  was  a Levitt’s  girl 
and  no  one  was  going  to  change  that.  The  argument 
became  rather  heated  and  insults  were  exchanged.  Moni- 
ca went  home  shortly  thereafter. 

Prior  to  the  great  hot  dog  debate,  I thought  we  were  a 


great  couple,  but  mom  signalled  the  end  of  our  relationship 
rather  quickly.  “Some  people  have  no  class,"  she  remarked 
as  Monica’s  slick  black  hair  faded  into  the  distance. 

I suppose  that  being  Jewish  isn’t  always  enough.

Pesach  2:  matza  balls,  the  moon  and  baseball

When  I was  a kid  Pesach  usually  coincided  with  the 
start  of  Winnipeg’s  baseball  season.  At  the  time,  however, 

I didn’t  see  a literary  connection  between  matza  balls  and 
baseball.  These  days,  of  course,  everything’s  connected, 
even  the  moon.  You  don’t  believe  me?  Read  on. 

Matza  Ball  Moon 
By  Leslea  Newman 
Illustrated  by  Elaine  Greenstein 
Clarion  Books  1998 
Unpaged  Ages  4-8 

Matza  Ball  Moon  is  a delicious  food-based  story  whose 
ingredients  include  not  only  Bubbe’s  famous  Passover 
chicken  soup  with  matza  balls  but  also  the  special  rela- 
tionship between  young  Eleanor  and  her  Bubbe. 

Writing  with  a sense  of  wry  humor  and  childish  delight, 
Leslea  Newman  builds  her  story  like  an  advertising  cam- 
paign: anticipate  the  product,  confirm  it,  show  it,  show 
everyone  enjoying  it,  keep  them  coming  back  for  more. 

On  the  morning  before  the  Seder,  Eleanor  pretends  her 
breakfast  cereal  is  Bubbe’s  chicken  soup  with  matza  balls. 
Then  she  waits  and  waits  for  Bubbe’s  arrival.  Finally  she 
rushes  outside  to  greet  Bubbe  and  confirm  that  Bubbe  will 
indeed  make  chicken  soup  with  matza  balls.  They  unpack 
Bubbe’s  special  pots  and  get  to  work. 

MmmMmm,  smells  good,  tastes  great.  In  fact,  those 
matza  balls  are  so  lumpy,  bumpy,  chewy  and  yummy  they’re 
irresistable.  Eleanor,  brother  Joshua,  Daddy  and  Mama  all 
have  one  for  an  afternoon  snack.  Then,  one  at  a time,  each 
sneaks  an  extra  matza  ball  while  preparing  for  the  Seder. 

When  the  Seder  meal  is  finally  served  only  four  matza 
balls  remain,  one  for  everyone  but  Bubbe.  That  is  until 
Eleanor  finds  the  biggest,  lumpiest  matza  ball  ever  seen 
when  she  opens  the  door  for  the  Prophet  Elijah. 

Elaine  Greenstein’s  cheerful  and  loving  full-color  illus- 
trations are  a warm  addition  to  this  charming  story. 


The  Koufax  Dilemma 

By  Steven  Schnur 
Illustrated  by  Meryl  Treatner 
Morrow  Junior  Books  1997 
185  pps.  Ages  10  and  up. 

Oh  how  rich  we  would  be  if  children  paid  a penny  each 
time  they  moaned  or  yelled,  “It  isn't  fair!”  In  The  Koufax 
Dilemma  that  wail  refers  to  the  conflict  between  Danny 
Guttman  and  his  mom  over  her  insistance  that  he  attend 
the  first  Pesach  Seder  instead  of  pitching  in  the  opening 
game  of  his  school’s  baseball  season. 

Doesn’t  mom  realize  baseball  is  his  life?  So  what  if 
Sandy  Koufax,  the  great  Jewish  Brooklyn  Dodger  pitcher, 
wouldn’t  start  a World  Series  that  began  on  Yom  Kippur. 
This  is  Danny’s  Hornets  playing  against  their  arch  rival, 
Ryewood.  And  it’s  Pesach,  not  Yom  Kippur! 

Very  much  a coming  of  age  story,  Danny  must  make 
important  decisions  about  his  loyalties  to  his  family,  his 
team,  his  religion.  Initially  he  reacts  impulsively,  letting 
frustration  and  anger  blind  his  ability  to  think  things 
through. 

But  that’s  because  Danny  is  also  coping  with  several 
other  worries:  his  parents’  divorce,  his  mother’s  boyfriend, 
his  father’s  absences  as  well  as  the  pregnancy  of  his 
father’s  second  wife,  his  and  Coach  Resnick’s  efforts  over 
the  winter  to  improve  Danny’s  pitching,  etc.,  etc. 

lb  his  great  surprise,  Danny  finds  that  every  adult  he 
consults  agrees  with  mom  about  the  first  Seder  even 
though  none  of  them  is  especially  religious.  Some  are  even 
devoted  baseball  fans.  They  understand  his  feelings,  they 
tell  him,  but  Seders  are  special.  He’ll  understand  when 
he’s  older.  Luckily  Danny  “gets  it"  sooner  than  that. 

The  Koufax  Dilemma  successfully  combines  the  emo- 
tional realities  of  a young  boy  and  a family  in  transition 
with  gentle  humor  supplied  by  a much  younger  sister  and 
the  dramatic  action  of  baseball.  The  result  is  an  enter- 
taining and  satisfying  read. 

However,  I must  add  two  cautions  for  readers  who  tend 
toward  orthodox  observances.  Although  Danny  attends, 
participates  in  and  enjoys  that  first  Seder,  he  also  partici- 
pates in  practices  and  games  on  Shabbat  and  the  first  day 
of  Passover.  Unusual  timing  for  school  schedules  to  say  the

least. 

And  Danny  doesn’t  ask  the  Four  Questions  until  page 
29  of  the  Haggadah  used  at  that  Seder.  A different  Seder 
order  than  any  I’m  familiar  with.  Nevertheless  the  book’s 
main  characters  do  celebrate  a lovely  and  meaningful 
Seder. 

From  my  family  to  yours,  may  your  Pesach  Seders 
delight,  inform  and  inspire.

As  requested,  here  are  some  new  Passover  desserts  to 
add  to  your  repertoire.  As  far  as  I’m  concerned,  the  sim- 
pler the  better  when  it  comes  to  finishing  off  a meal.  I 
serve  a lot  of  fresh  fruit,  poached  fruit  as  well  as  fruit- 
based  desserts.  But  I’m  including  some  chocolate  for  you 
chocolate  lovers! 


Easy  Fruit  and  Coconut  Mix 

1 cup  drained  crushed  pineapple 
1 cup  drained  mandarin  oranges 
1 cup  shredded  coconut 
1 cup  marshmallows  cut  into  squares 
1 cup  yogurt 

Mix  all  ingredients  and  chill  thoroughly.  Serves  8. 


Passover  Fudge  Nut  Torte 

Torte: 

8 oz  semi-sweet  chocolate,  chopped 

1/4  lb  (1  stick)  pareve  margarine,  at  room  temperature 

and  cut  up 

2 tbsp  orange  juice 

1/2  cup  blanched  chopped  almonds 

1/2  cup  chopped  pecans  or  walnuts 

1/2  cup  sugar,  divided 

1/3  cup  potato  starch 

4 eggs,  separated  and  at  room  temp 

Chocolate  Glaze: 

6 oz  semi-sweet  chocolate,  chopped 

6 tbsp  pareve  margarine,  cut  up 

Whole  or  sliced  almonds  for  garnish,  if  desired 

For  torte:  Preheat  oven  to  375°.  Grease  a 9 x 1 1/2  or 
2-inch  cake  pan.  Cut  circle  of  parchment  or  waxed  paper 
to  fit  the  bottom  and  grease  the  paper.  Melt  chocolate, 
margarine  and  water.  Stir  until  smooth.  In  a food  proces- 
sor with  the  metal  knife,  pulse  nuts  with  1/4  cup  sugar 
until  finely  ground.  Pulse  in  potato  starch.  Add  chocolate 
mixture  and  pulse  in  until  incorporated.  Mix  in  egg  yolks. 
In  a large  bowl  with  electric  mixer,  beat  egg  whites  until 
soft  peaks' form.  Slowly  beat  in  remaining  1/4  cup  sugar, 
one  tbsp  at  a time,  until  stiff,  but  not  dry,  peaks  form. 
Pour  batter  into  prepared  pan  and  bake  for  20  minutes  or 
until  sides  feel  firm  but  middle  remains  slightly  soft.  A 
knife  inserted  near  the  centre  should  come  out  slightly 
creamy.  Remove  to  rack  and  cool.  Cake  will  shrink  as  it 
cools.  When  cool,  remove  from  pan.  (The  torte  may  be 
wrapped  in  foil  and  refrigerated  up  to  3 days  or  frozen.) 
For  glaze:  Melt  chocolate  and  margarine.  Stir  until 
smooth.  If  desired,  dip  half  of  each  almond  in  glaze  and 
place  on  waxed  paper  lined  baking  sheet.  Refrigerate 
until  set.  If  glaze  is  very  thin,  set  aside  until  thick  enough 
to  coat  the  cake.  To  frost:  Line  a small  baking  sheet  with 


waxed  paper.  Place  cake  on  rack  over  baking  sheet.  Pour 
glaze  onto  middle  of  cake,  tilting  cake  so  it  runs  down  the 
sides.  Spread  over  sides,  but  do  not  spread  the  top  or  the 
knife  marks  will  show.  Garnish  with  a border  of  almonds. 
Let  torte  sit  at  room  temperature  uncovered  until  glaze  is 
set.  (Torte  may  be  held  at  room  temperature  uncovered 
overnight.) 


Passover  Banana  Fudge  Brownies 

2 tbsp  potato  starch  beaten  with  3 tbsp 
water 
1 cup  sugar 

1/4  cup  unsweetened  cocoa  powder 
Pinch  salt 

1 mashed  ripe  banana 
1/4  cup  unsweetened  applesauce 
1/2  cup  cake  meal 

1/4  cup  raisins  or  chopped  dried  apricots 

Preheat  oven  to  325°.  Lightly  grease  8”  pan.  In  a mix- 
ing bowl,  combine  the  potato  starch  mixture,  sugar,  cocoa 
powder  and  salt.  Add  the  banana,  applesauce,  cake  meal 
and  raisins.  Pour  into  prepared  pan  and  bake  25-30  min- 
utes. Cut  when  cool.

[ prime  minister  of  Canada,  Jean  Chretien,  visited  the 
f grounds  of  the  former  Auschwitz-Birkenau  death 
| camp  in  the  company  of  myself  and  my  father,  a sur- 
)'  vivor  of  this  terrible  place  where  1.3  million  Jews  met 
|j  their  deaths.  We  look  forward  to  a government 
| announcement  following  on  this  historic  pilgrimage 
j regarding  the  establishment  of  a national  Holocaust  jj 
i memorial  museum  in  Ottawa. 

Tbday,  Canada  is  bringing  Nazi  war  criminals  to 
justice  and  vigorously  combating  those  who  spread 
hatred  against  identifiable  groups.  In  Ontario,  the 
legislature  has  adopted  a bill  marking  Yom  HaShoah 
as  a permanent  fixture  on  the  provincial  calendar, 
beginning  April  13  this  year. 

Over  the  years  CJC  has  made  every  effort  to  assist 
fellow  Jews  and  others  in  need  in  Canada  and  around 
the  world.  We  participated  at  home  in  emergency 
relief  efforts  for  victims  of  the  Quebec  and  Manitoba 
floods  and  the  Quebec-Ontario  ice  storm,  to  provide 
recent  examples.  Abroad,  likewise,  we  have  distrib- 
uted humanitarian  aid  on  a non-sectanan  basis  in 
such  disparate  places  as  Honduras,  the  Caribbean, 
the  Balkans,  Ukraine,  Romania  and  Rwanda.

Silver  Chanukiah  and  Portrait 
of  Reverend  Jacob  Mirsky, 


Joseph  and  Rose  Ages  Family  Building,  Part  II  of  series 


The  menorah  shone 
brightly  for  the  Chanukah 
candlelighting  ceremony  in 
December  1998  — thanks  to 
the  Jewish  Archives.  The 
archivist  Dawn  Logan  did 
not  risk  ‘life  and  limb’  to 
climb  up  and  clean  the  meno- 
rah herself  but  she  did  make 
sure  it  was  done  properly. 

This  large  silver  Chanuki- 
ah has  found  its  niche  at  the 
entrance  lobby  of  the  Joseph 
and  Rose  Ages  Family  Build- 
ing. Edna  and  Saul  Goldfarb 
first  saw  the  menorah  when  it  was  displayed  in  the  lobby 
of  the  King  David  Hotel  in  Jerusalem  in  the  1960s,  before 
the  Six-Day  War.  The  Ottawa  couple  returned  to  Israel 
after  the  Yom  Kippur  War  and  were  curious  about  the  fate 
of  the  menorah  because  it  was  no  longer  at  the  hotel,  lb 
their  delight,  they  found  this  remarkable  piece  of  Judaica, 
back  with  its  creator  Benyaminoff,  in  his  antique  shop  just 
down  the  street  from  the  hotel. 

It  is  a recent  work  but  it  participated  in  an  old  tradition 
at  an  ancient  site  when  Rabbi  Unterman  - the  Chief  Rabbi 
of  Israel  - lit  the  Chanukiah,  in  a ceremony  at  the  newly 
liberated  Western  Wall  in  December  1967.  The  menorah 
inscribed,  “Made  in  Israel,  Handmade,  Sterling  Silver” , 
can  be.  found  on  souvenir  postcards  in  Israel  today.  The 
Goldfarbs  purchased  this  symbolic  work  for  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre  in  Ottawa  where  it  now  sits  on  its  lau- 
rels, waiting  for  us  to  appreciate  it. 

Less  conspicuous  is  the  portrait  photograph  of  the  late 
Reverend  Jacob  Mirsky,  hanging  on  the  wall  upstairs  in 
the  reception  room  of  the  main  building.  The  portrait  was 
donated  to  the  Jewish  Archives  by  Naomi  Pearlman  and 
restored  extensively  through  the  generosity  of  Mervin 
Mirsky. 

Reverend  Mirsky  was  recruited  from  New  York  by  three 
families  (two  of  whom  were  the  Dovers  and  the  Bilskys)  in 
1894,  to  be  the  rabbi  for  Adath  Jeshurun  Synagogue  on 
King  Edward  Avenue.  In  1902  he  became  their  cantor, 
shochet  and  teacher.  Last  year,  a Canadian  Musical  Her- 
itage project  at  Carleton  University  revived  one  of 
Mirsky’s  many  compositions  - Adam  yesodd  meofor  - for 
the  Sacred  Choral  Music  III,  v.  25. 

The  photograph  was  dated  c.  1900-1910  by  Gregg  Hill, 
who  works  at  the  National  Archives  of  Canada,  and  did  a 
remarkable  job  of  restoration.  It  can  now  been  seen  in  the 
original  Pictorial  style  with  its  suppression  of  detail,

atmospheric  effects,  selective  highlighting  and  diffused  or 
“soft”  focus. 

Was  the  photograph  taken  in  Ottawa  or  New  York? 
Either  city  is  possible  - it  was  the  New  York  photograph- 
er Alfred  Stieglitz  who  pioneered  modernism  in  1902  by 
pursuing  Pictorial  photography  as  a means  of  artistic 
expression,  but  Ottawa  photographers  would  have  learned 
of  his  style  in  the  popular  publication,  Camera  Work.  Nev- 
ertheless, there  are  still  many  unanswered  questions.  Was 
it  a commissioned  photograph?  If  so,  who  commissioned  it? 
What  method  of  photography  was  used?  On  what  kind  of 
paper  was  it  printed? 

Hand-tinted  photographs,  such  as  this  one,  had  been 
prevalent  virtually  from  the  birth  of  photography.  Howev- 
er, it  was  during  this  particular  decade  that  experiments 
were  conducted  and  refined  to  produce  a simpler  mechan- 
ical method  of  colored  pictures.  Therefore,  the  portrait  of 
Reverend  Jacob  Mirsky  is  important  for  its  Jewish  histor- 
ical significance  but  also  marks  a period  of  transition  in 
massed-produced  colored  photography.

continue  payments  if  the  donor  no  longer 
wishes  to  do  so.  If  the  charity  does  not  own 
the  plan,  it  has  no  claim  on  the  benefit  until  it 
flows  through  the  estate. 

The  cost  of  this  type  of  gift  is  approxi- 
mately five  cents  on  the  dollar.  Gifts  can  be 
designed  to  remain  stable,  or  increase  yearly 
to  keep  up  with  inflation.  Growth  within  some 
plans  is  tax  deferred,  or  tax-free.  Premiums 
can  be  reduced  dramatically  with  several  flex- 
ible options. 

Charitable  Gift  Annuities 

Under  this  method,  the  donor  transfers  a 
lump  sum  to  a charity.  The  charity  uses  a por- 
tion to  issue  an  annuity  and  retains  a portion  of 
the  gift  for  its  use.  Donors  receive  a higher 
tax-advantaged  income  from  the  annuity  dur- 
ing their  lifetime  than  they  would  through 
GICs.  Taxes  decrease  as  the  donor’s  age 
increases.  The  amount  retained  by  the  charity 
is  treated  as  an  outright  gift  and  qualifies  for 
an  immediate  tax  receipt. 

Charitable  Remainder  Trusts 

The  minimum  amount  suggested  here  is 
$100,000  in  order  to  justify  the  cost  of  legal 
and  trust  fees.  This  method  has  been  described 
as  'donating  the  tree  but  keeping  the  apples. 
The  donor  creates  a trust  fund  with  cash  secu- 
rities, or  real  estate,  and  then  makes  an  irrevo- 
cable gift  to  the  charity  of  the  'remainder.' 
Income  earned  from  the  trust  is  paid  to  the 
donor  during  his  or  her  lifetime.  After  death, 
the  capital  (remainder)  goes  to  the  chanty. 

Donors  will  qualify  for  a tax  credit  when 
the  trust  is  established.  This  type  of  trust  may 
be  suitable  for  older  individuals  with  a high 
marginal  tax  rate  who  can  afford  to  give  up  a 
portion  of  their  assets.
